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DETAILED ACTION 



Specification 

The abstract of the disclosure does not commence on a separate sheet in 

accordance with 37 CFR 1.52(b)(4). A new abstract of the disclosure is required and 

must be presented on a separate sheet, apart from any other text.

The 
summary is separate and distinct from the abstract and is directed toward 
the invention rather than the disclosure as a whole. The summary may 
point out the advantages of the invention or how it solves problems 
previously existent in the prior art (and preferably indicated in the 
Background of the Invention). In chemical cases it should point out in 
general terms the utility of the invention. If possible, the nature and gist of 
the invention or the inventive concept should be set forth. Objects of the 
invention should be treated briefly and only to the extent that they 
contribute to an understanding of the invention.

The disclosure is objected to because of the following informalities: The recitation 
"it additionally includes a system for reducing of excess gas a result of processing..." in 
lines 2-3 of the 6 th paragraph of the specification is incomprehensible. There are also 
numerous grammatical errors throughout the specification. 

The term "cryostatistics" recited throughout the specification is not a word 
recognized by the English language. It is unclear what the applicant intends the word to 
mean. 

The disclosure contains grammatical errors throughout. 
Appropriate correction is required. 

The title of the invention is not descriptive. A new title is required that is clearly 
indicative of the invention to which the claims are directed. 

Claim Objections 

The numbering of claims is not in accordance with 37 CFR 1.126 which requires 
the original numbering of the claims to be preserved throughout the prosecution. When 
claims are canceled, the remaining claims must not be renumbered. When new claims 
are presented, they must be numbered consecutively beginning with the number next 
following the highest numbered claims previously presented (whether entered or not). 
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Claims must be numbered. The single claim has been numbered claim 1. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC §112 

The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly 
claiming the subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

Claim 1 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as being indefinite 
for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which applicant 
regards as the invention. 

Claim 1 recites the limitations "the cabin" in line 1, "the patient" in line 2, and "the 
ventilator" in line 2. There is insufficient antecedent basis for these limitations in the 
claim. 

Claim 1 is rejected as failing to define the invention in the manner required by 35 
U.S.C. 112, second paragraph. 

The claim(s) are narrative in form and replete with indefinite and functional or 
operational language. The structure which goes to make up the device must be clearly 
and positively specified. The structure must be organized and correlated in such a 
manner as to present a complete operative device. The claim(s) must be in one 
sentence form only. Note the format of the claims in the patent(s) cited. 

The recitation "in the consecutive order set" in line 1 and the grammar throughout 
the claim is incomprehensible and renders the claim indefinite. 
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Claim Rejections • 35 USC § 102 

The claim has been examined as best understood by the examiner. 
. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 
A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 
States. 

Claim 1 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by Donnerhack 
et al (US Patent Number 4880003). 

Donnerhack discloses a cryotherapeutic device containing a cabin for the 
accommodation of a patient (Figs 1 and 2), a heat insulated vessel (16) with a ventilator 
(13), system of gas cooling and transportation (14 and 15) with the ventilator (13) is 
notable for that the ventilator (13) is connected with the heat insulated vessel (16) pipe 
(17), but the ventilator (13) is mounted on the pipe (19) that connects the cabin for the 
accommodation of the patient and the heat insulated vessel. The device according to 
the clause 1 is notable for that it is provided with the system of the exhaust gas removal, 
that is formed by the three-linked valve (17, 21, and 22), pipes and the ventilator (Fig 4).
